He requires, "that al! the Pro- 
clamations, in which his Friends had been Dedlared Rebels, 
ſhould be revoked and anull;ed. How could Free Parlia- 
ment have been called, and what Equi d the 
bave expeted from the ſame, if all the Peers and &- 
men who had Declared for tim had been excluded from 
ſitting in Parliament as being Rebels?

If the Princehad de- 
manded that the Tower ſhotld be - put into tis own 
poſleflion it had been unjuſt, but fineebis intentions were 
to take ſuch Meaſures, and uſe ſuch means as tended to 
the ſecurity of the People's Liberties, it was abſolutely 
neceffary to ſecure all thofe Places of Sgeengrh, which 


were made uſe of for deſtroying the Liberty of the $ub- 
jeA. The Prince deſired the King to withdraw from Lon- 
don, during the holding of the Parliament, or that, if he 
inclined to fo there, it might alſo be allowed, that the 
Prince. ſhould be there, with an equal Number of Guards ; 
a very juſt Demand. The Prince was not obliged to leave 
King James in a Capacity of Exerciſing an Abſolvte Pows 
. er over theEnglifh, as well as the Scotch Parliament : 
whilſt he abide at London with his Guards, which would not 
fatled to convey to. the Tower, all ſuch Mem-

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- dorm, to propoſe, to ſpeak. and to demand of the Partia- 
ment, whatever he pleaſed ; Who would have barr'd him - 
from this ? He had his Guards, he had his Army, con- 
- fiſting of about 40000 Men, againſt ten or twelve thou- 
| fagd, whom the Prince had taken withhim. - Ir is certain, 
.that the Army would have proved faithful to him, 'and 
.not one perſon would have joyned with the Prince, a- 
-gainſt him, if, at that inſtant, the King had called a free 
Parliament : But God, who intended ro Ruine him, did 
- Teave him to be blinded and made obſtinate, by Popiſh 
- Counſels, fo as not to conſent to the fitting of a free Par. 
liament. The Papiſts had reaſon to give him ſuch Coun- 
ſel; bur the King was very much in the wrong to take 
"it : The Papiſts had reaſon ; for a free Parliament had 
ruined them, as it did the King in the iſſue, and reduced 
.them to a. worſe condition than they. were then in ;. but 
the-King had no reaſon to follow that counſel ; for it is 
not to be doubted, but that it was better for him, to 
Reign under the Reſtraint of the Laws, "which hindred 
. 'the Eſtabliſhment of his Religion, than pot to Reign at 
all. That which we alledge, viz. That the King -had 
nothing to fear, as to his Perſon and Dignity, if he had 
called a free Parliament at the firſt, is not a bare conje- 
Eture, There is no Exgliſb Man but ſays it, and is ready 
. to depoſe it upon Oath. And, ia my opinion, every one 
.of them ought to know what he thinks ; but that which 
Frome the Army and provoked the People, is, that 
erceneſs with which the King rejeCted the Requeſt which 
--- was preſented torhim, at London, at that time, by-Fifteen 
or Twenty Lords, as well, Spiritual as Temporal, and 
> which. was afterwards -back'd with -a more conſiderable 
- .pumber, Then it was ſeen; that the Religion, Laws and 
Liberty of the Kingdom lay at take, and that if the Kin 
"ſhould get the better of the Prince, they were to pot 
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the laſt extremity of Rigour, - And this made the face: of 
things 'ro change in a moment, and did the Prince's buſi- 
neſs, without effuſion of Blood. It is true, that at laſt, 
the King (ar a pinch) conſented to the Calling, of a Par- 
liament, but it was then too Jate ; and they knew very 
well ,.rthat that was only to gain time; yet tho” as late 
as it was, It 1s yet true, That if the King had ſtayed, 
his Enemies conld never have done any thing againſt 
him ; the Parliament had taken his part. Thists foclear 
by the mannerof the carriage of many of the Members of 
the Convention, that he mult be blind who cannot ſee jt, - 
.or be very hard of belief, not to acknowledge it. As for 
the King's Friends, they would have had no liberty of ſpeech, 
(faith my Author) how dare he fay fo, feeing that in 
the Convention, the King haviog left the Kingdom; and 
the Prince of Orange being in the poſleflion of his Army, 
and the Houſe of Commons declaring againſt Fames 1I. 
yet even then his Friends dyr(k ſpeak for him.; It was 
ropoled in a full Aﬀembly, to call him back. Many - 
La Spiritual and Temporal proteſted againſt the VYa- 
cancy of the Throne, and with fo little danger add dil- 
. grace, that ſome of them were afterwards made Members 
of ' the Privy. Council, Whar could not the Friends of 
James II. have ſaid; if Himſelf had been preſent ? It is paſt 
all donbr, that they - had carried it for him ; or kept the - 
Aﬀairs of State in @ moſt equal Ballance. . If the Prince 
had had any deſign to. do violence ro the Members.of 
Parliament, would not-the whole Nation and. all the,For- 
ces thereunto belongings: have joyned toggther to'op- - 
ſe him, as a treacherous perſon, who-came todeſtroy 
their Liberty, after havipg ſoſolemnly declared, He would 
'Maiptain it ? Cold the Prince, with his' 10.0r 12000. Fo» 
reigners have made one: day's reliſtance.? It is therefore 
certain, that neither the King nor his Friends had. any. rea- 
ſon to be afraid, in that caſe; '-", > FB 
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| The other Argament, by which this- Man endeavours 
to prove, that the pretence of a free Parliament is really 
' a Chimers, is, becauſe the Parliament could not make 
Laws, without the King's conſent. Andif it be granted, 
that this pretended free Parliament had met, the Kjng 
- would have oppoſed all their Reſolutions ;_ He would have 
refuſed to pals the Bills. And.the Parliament could never 
have done any thing, at leaſt could not but by force. 
Upon which account, it would not have been a free Parli- 
ament, fſecing the King could: not have his Liberty. Tt 
may alſo be (faith our pious Author) that rhe Hand of God, 
' which is not ſhortened, was ſo gracious to that generous Prince, 
as to make him hearken to their Threats, with the ſame Firm- 
neſs of Reſolution, with which St. Lewis heard the Saracens, 
whoſe Priſoner he was, when a hundred drawn Swords ready to 
diſpatch him, could not ſhake him from his ſtedfaſtneſs, and_ 
oblige him #0 take «n Oath, the thoughts of which were more 
terrible to him. "What is to be done on ſuch an occaſion ? 
Behold, this pretended free Parliament is arreſted-all on a 
ſudden; and all the fair fruits that were expeRed from it, 
become abortive. The Engliſh ought to anſwer this, 
They know their own Laws, and we do not ; but accor- 
ding tothe Light of good Senſe and the Laws of Nature, 
we may make him Anſwer, by two Things, that are very 
weighty, Lek of is, that we ought to diſtinguiſh be- 
| Yates a0 of Laws that arealready made, -and thoſe Laws 
* chat are only a making.: That'the Conſent of the King of 
England is not neceflary for the Preſervation of thoſe Law's 
that are made. But there were Laws requiring the Ex- 
cluſion of all Papiſts from Offices and Places of Truft, as 
well Military as Judiciary and: Civil. There were Laws 
: NG upon the Pain of Death, the Priefts, and 
eſpecially the Monks, coming /into the Kingdom. There 
were-Laws ſtanding, that required the demoliſhing of -y 
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Romiſh ' Chappels, and: hindring all Publick Exerciſe of 
the Popiſh- Religion, There were” Laws that declared 
every Perſon of the Realm guilty of High-Treaſon, who 
ſhould keep correſpondence with the Court of - Rome, and 
who'ſhould hide Prieſts and Monks: There were Laws 
enough for the Security of the Proteſtant Religion. The 
Partiameat had nothing to do, but to put thoſe Laws into 
ſtri& Execution The King's conſent was not neceſlary, 
for the enaCting of new Laws for that purpoſe- But ſee- 
ing he has the executive Power of the Laws in his hands, 
what is to be done, if the King will not put thoſe-Laws 
in execution ? Thea and in thar Caſe, 'it is evident that the 
Parliamerit might lawfully appoint ſome Perſons who 
ſhould execute thoſe Laws; for otherwiſe, for what end-. 
are Laws made, if it be always inthe Powerof one indi- 
vidual Perſon to hinder their Euecuriea'? It muſt be ſup- 
poſed, that thoſe who made the Laws, 'were no Fools ; 
but certainly they ha not been wiſe; if they had reſerved- 
no Power to themſelves; for the Execution of the Laws, 
whenſveverthe King ſhould refuſe ſo to do. It is not then 
neceſſary, that there ſhould be new | Laws tobear'down 
Popery, which ſhewed-' her ſelf bare faced. ' | Neither 
were there any new Laws neceſſary to oppoſe the King, 
and todeclare him-incapable of the Government. For all 
the Laws; which beforethat Time, had been-made againſt 
Popery, make it manifeſt, with'preat Force agd Neceſli-- 
ty, that a King: of Epglend mult be 4 Proteſtant; that 
without doing any Violenee'to the Law, they mig 
clare to James II. that' they could no otherwiſe confider 
him, but as'a/ private Perſon; -
